In the Minneapolis w heat pit this 
week, prices crashed down to levels 
which not even the oldest trad ers had 
ever seen. 
Only during the civil w ar 
days was wheat believed to have sold 
as low as It did during a break last 
Thursday. Prices recovered som ew hat 
later in the wheat.

Reports from 1,000 northw est farm 
centers showed th a t for the first time 
w heat instead of corn and barley was 
being fed to stock. 
The reason for 
this unusual procedure is th a t w heat 
now is cheaper th an corn or barley.

In the Minneapolis w heat pit this 
week, prices crashed down to levels 
which not even the oldest trad ers had 
ever seen. 
Only during the civil w ar 
days was w heat believed to have sold 
as low as it did during a break last 
Thursday. Prices recovered som ew hat 
later in the wheat. 
W ith transportation costs to farm 
ers living m ore th an 300 miles from 
the Twin Cities am ounting to 25 to 30 
cents, they received less than 50 cents 
a bushel for their wheat. 
Corn, on 
the other hand, plus transportation 
costs to the D akotas 
and 
M ontana 
brought the total cost to approxim ­ 
ately a dollar. 
Little 
corn 
and 
m uch 
w heat 
is 
grown in w estern D akotas and Mon­ 
tana. 
These sections are the ones 
w here the surplus w heat is expected 
to be fed to anim als on a large scale 
Continued drought over the entire 
northw est also has been a favor in 
forcing farm ers to use w heat as feed. 
W ith the unbroken heat wave, 
the 
crop has shrivelled and the quality of 
w heat this y ear, has not been equal 
to th a t of o ther years. 
“If every fa rm er 
in 
the 
country 
would feed ten bushels of w heat to 
his stock, the w heat surplus would 
decline in a m ost astonishing m anner,” 
said J. C. H am m ond, director of fin­ 
ance of the F arm ers Union Term inal 
Association. 
This association is the largest stock 
holder in the F a rm ers N ational G rain 
Corporation, the federal farm board’s 
grain organization. 
The grain cor­ 
poration opened its northw est office 
in St. Paul and a branch office here. 
R. B. Sheffield, president of th e 
Minneapolis Civic and Com merce As­ 
sociation, today started 
a 
national 
cam paign to obtain farm relief through 
increased consumption. 
“E at one more slice of bread each 
day and help the farm ers,” is the 
slogan adopted by the Minneapolis as­ 
sociation which is w orking witji the 
National Food B ureau of Chicago. 
Sheffield sounded the appeal, “We 
will need the help of all the country’s 
patriots to solve the problem of farm 
surpluses.” 
The July first governm ent estim ate 
of wheat in elevators of all the mills 
in the seven northw est states of Iowa, 
Missouri, N ebraska, K ansas, 
Minne­ 
sota, N orth and South D akota was 
21,870,000 bushels. 
Unofficial reports 
from farm s and country elevators in 
South D akota snowed approxim ately 
35.000.000 bushels alone. 
On this basis 
a conservative estim ate would place 
100.000.000 bushels of w heat on hand 
in all sections of the country.

A report comes from Cass fgike that for tin first time in 
years northern Minnesota lakes are being tapped to provide set 
Helen t water to m aintain the six foot channel in the lipper liver. 
Cass lake and a half a dozen nearby lakes with a re s e rv o ir 
capacity of over a billion cubic feet of w ater ale being used to 
provide the flowage. Though small a m o u n ts of w ater have been 
drained previously from the lakes to keep up river lev* Is, ibis i 
the first time any appreciable quantity has been withdrawn. Th* 
reservoirs were created 50 years ago when tim N orthw est grain 
was shipped almost entirely by river.

Our lakes are being1 tapped now to provide sufficient water 
for Mississippi river navigation purposes in a six foot channel 
How much w ater will be taken to keep a nine foot channel in the 
Upper Mississippi, if that project goes through? 
A report comes from Cass Lake that for the first time in 
years northern Minnesota lakes are being tapped to provide suf­ 
ficient water th maintain the six foot channel iii the upper river 
Cass lake and a half a dozen nearby lakes with a reservoir 
capacity of over a billion cubic feet of water art* being user! to 
provide the flowage. Though small amounts of w ater have been 
drained previously from the lakes to keep up river levels, this is 
the first time any appreciable quantity has been withdrawn. The 
reservoirs were created 50 years ago when the Northwest grain 
was shipped almost entirely by river. 
Though shoreline of the lakes has been largely purchased by 
citizens for summer homes, the flowage rights of the lakes have 
always been reserved by the war department to maintain Mis­ 
sissippi navigation. 
In the 25 years ago items of the Brainerd Dispatch reference 
was made of opening a large flow at Aitkin which inundated lands 
of many farmers located on flowage rights of the government and 
caused much suffering. 
If water is being used now from our lakes to maintain a six 
foot channel in the Upper Mississippi, imagine how much water 
will be withdrawn to maintain a nine foot channel, should that 
project become a reality. Lakes drawn on iii the reservoir area wiii 
in turn pull down the level of other nearby lakes. 
The future of the lake district seems involved in the channel 
project and navigation rights at present do not seem to represent 
as much invested capital and possibilities as does the- growing 
lake region of the north with its many resort hotels, summer cot­ 
tages, camping areas, fishing lakes, etc. 
Low lake levels in the north will affect fish and animal lift 
too, for fish of the larger kinds cannot thrive in shallow or con­ 
stantly receding water. Lowering water levels will render us* 
less present dockage and many other improvements.
